nnese alliance a real menace to the 
Vnited States, the Missouri senator 
declared, no promise "to consult' in 
future controversies would he worth 
the paper it was wyritten on.

Some think that the goiernment i* 


selling obsolete and rare stamps. They 
ask casually for such valuable old is- ' 
sues as those of the 1800's. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the government agency is 
selling at present only the following: 
Three-cent Victory stamps, all denom- 
inations of the Pilgrim tercentenary is- 
sues, airplane stumps, a small quantity 
of special deluery stamps with a pink 
back and the ordinary current issues. 


The only place from which tlie gov- ' 


eminent stump agency can get Its 
stock to sell to collectors is from the 
post offices of the country. In the past 
any one who wrote to the Post Office 
department to buy stamps for a col- 
lection was referred to his post office 
and told that if his local postmaster 
did not ha\e the particular kind de- 
gired pei haps some other postmaster 
would.

"The Squaw Man" and with Dustin 
Famtltn In the stellar role they pro- 
duced the picture in California. 


The Tjnsky studio. Paramount's 


huge -west const production center 
today, -was built around the crude 
little building where "The Squaw 


Man" 
was filmed. The present plant 


affords more than twenty-live times 
as much floor space, covering two 
city blocks in Hollywood, while the 
nearby Lasky Ranch of 1,200 acres 
gives •a. wide variety of scenery for 
exterior backgrounds. The success 
oC the Lasky-DeMille pictnre,was the 
signal for the entrance of other pro- 
ducers into the feature picture field.
